Influenza is caused by a virus, 
amd the present.outbreak has been 
determed to be due to a strain of 
the type “A” prime virus, simi- 
lar to that responsible for the re- 
cent influenza epidemic in Europe. 

The disease is spread by direct 
contact with> a'person suffering 
from influenza. The .disease may 
be mild or severe in type. from 
the onset, and it is possible that 
infection may ,be transmitted. by 
persons who are carriers. When 
infected persdéns cough or sneeze, 
virus Jaden droplets are sprayed 
into the air. Persons in the vicinity 
breathing in these droplets. are 
very liable to be infected with in- 
fluenza. The influenza virus may 
also :-he: present on articles such 
eating utensils freshly soiled wit |. 

tischarges from the nose or mouth. 

Epidemic : influenza is highly 
communicable, andthe disease de- 
velops. following. an_ .incubation 
period which may vary from one 
to four days.. The symptoms are 
fever, prostration, chilliness, nau- 
sea in some cases and aching pajns,’ 
Severe cases of influenza are 
characterized by. high fever, se- 
vere prostration, and avponizing 
muscle’ pains. Both mild and se- 
vere infections may be accompan- 
ied by sore throat, coughing, 
sneezing and a discharge from the 
nose. 

There is no each thing as a 

“cure all” for influenza. The dan- 
ger. of . serious complications, 
chiefly pneumonia, may ‘be avoid- 
ed by patients going to bed at once 
rather than trying to fight the in- 
fection, and remaining in bed for 


three to four days or until the 


temperature is normal; by taking 
plenty of fluids, by calling a phy- 
sician’ and following his orders. 
Influenza’ even in ‘the mild form 
is an exhausting disease. People 
who make light of it or attempt 
t@ fight it, and who. do not go to 
bed promptly at the onset of an 
attack, or, who return to work 
too soon following an attack, run 
a serious risk of developing pneu- 
monia which is the most serious 
of the complications in influenza.
